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CURTAIN 
GOES UP 
IN SPAIN

The curfain went up 
in Spain to unveil the 
opening of the 1982 
World Cup in a most 
spectacular, colourful 
and electryfing fashion 
esterday morning. 


The stage was Estadio 
Nou Camp, Barcelona. 
A mass of red, yellow 
and some blue bal- 
loons, hydrogen-filled, 
were released from all 
corners of the super- 
structured stadium. 

Then the pitch was 
flooded with a sea of 
young girls, each sec- 
tion dressed in the col- 
ours of the participating 
24 nations. 

The pageantry was 
stunning, and the whole 
stadium erupted with 


Croatia Sydney have moved to re-

by loss of form and a cou- 
ple of suspensions. 


During the season, 
Sunderland played in 36 
of Arsenal's 42 League 
matches and he scored in 
a 1-1 draw against Liver- 
pool in the second-last 
match of the season, whi- 
ch took his goal tally to 
11. 

Sunderland already 
knew one of the Lions 
players, left full-back and 
Socceroo Alan Niven.

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UNDERDOGS ROCK THE CHAMPS

Belgium rocked the Soccer world when they defeated Cup holders Argentina 1-0 in the opening match of the 1982 
World Cup at the Estadio Nou Camp, in Barcelona, before a crowd of 102,000. 


It was a magnificent dis- 
play of a well-marshalled 
and thoroughly drilled de- 
fence by Belgium. Just 
about every raid the Argen- 
tinians launched was shut 
down by the underdogs... 

Argentina sounded 
warning when they fielded 
an explosive-attacking mid- 
field, comprising Marado- 
na, Ardiles and Kempes: 
Spearheaded up front with 
Bertoni and Diaz. The 
most attacking ‘pyramid 
in the world. 

For the last 20 years. a 
goal has never been scored 
in a World Cup opening 
match. but to-most, shock 
set in when Belgium broke 
tradition in the 63rd minu- 
te, to hit the front through 
4 goal smashed in by Erwin 
Vanderbergh. 

Vanderbergh slipped 
around Argentinas cap- 
tain, Passarella, pushed in- 
to the box and met a cross 
from the left flank. He 
calmly chested it down and 
blasted a right-footed shot 
into the left corner of the 
Argentine net from nine 
metres out. 

The match was kicked of 
by Argentinas Maradona. 
and in only the fifth minu- 
te, Argentina struck the 
first shot at goal. The shot 
came from striker Diaz fol- 
lowing an 18 metre free- 
kick by Passarella. 

Not to be out-classed. 
Belgium hit back with a 

shot just three minutes la- 
ter, from striker, Czer- 
niatynski, who fired his 


shot from 15 metres. Goal- 
keeper, Fillol, turned it 
safely around the corner. 

Argentina definitely had 
the edge in the flair depart- 
ment with all their players 
excelling with ball-skills, 
especially Kempes who 
made repeated breaks with 
late. slow “drags” to beat 
his man. 

Belgium’s rock-hard cen- 
tre-back. Millecamps, mar- 
shalled his side brilliantly in 
defence as Argentina came 
forward. But he received 
excellent support when 
their goal was thratened. 

Kempes made a break 
but was dropper Just out- 
side the box for the 
Czechoslovakian referee. 
Mr Christov, to immediate- 
lv award Argentina a free- 
kick. The whole Stadium 
waited in dead silence for 
the outcome of Argentina s 
dead-ball move. as 
Maradona, Kempes and 
Bertoni lurked over the 
ball. 

South American dead- 
ball moves are the deadliest 
in the World. 

The Belgian wall went up 
as Maradona moved in over 
the top of the ball. back- 
heeling it across for Bertoni 
to smash his hit just over 
the cross-bar. 

In two consecutive free- 
kicks awarded to Argenti- 
na, the Belgians sprung the 
off-side trap most effective- 
ly to leave the threatening 
Argentines stranded on the 
bust. 

In the 42nd minute, Bel- 


gium almost scored when 
midfielder, Vandermissen 
cracked a hot shot well on 
target. but goalkeeper. Fil- 
lol saved well. 

One minute later. Bel- 
gium again looked 
dangerous when Czer- 
niatynski missed narrowly 
with his header after receiv- 
ing a great ball cut back to 
him, but his header flashed 
outside the: left post with 
the goal at his mercy. 

3elgium. starting the 
match as underdogs. grad- 
ually got a grip on the mat- 
ch as their detence held out 
and confidence grew. 

But three minutes after 
the break, Argentina being 
awarded a free-kick, Pas- 
sarella from 24 metres out. 
smashed a left-footed 
thunderbolt that whistled 
inches past the Belgian’s 
left post, It was a near miss, 

he Belgians left their 
kick-off team unchanged 
till the final whistle, but 
Argentina s boss, Menotti. 
ripped off his striker Diaz. 
and brought on Valdano. 

Desperately clinging to 
their one goal lead, the Bel- 
gians got a terrible fright in 
the 81st minute when they 
faced a Maradona free- 
kick. 

From 22 metres out. 
Maradona moved in and 
blasted a crashing, left- 
footed “dipper over the 
top of the wall, only to see 
his shot crash onto the 
cross-bar. 

Kempes. quick as a 
bullet, flashed into the box

for the rebound. but as he 
threatened, Belgian goal- 
keeper, Pfaff. flew off his 
line to smother Kempes* 
attempted shot. 

With six minutes remain- 
ing. Argentina increased 
their pressure and Marado- 
na from a tight spot on the 
left of the box, sent a mag- 
nificent cross-ball into the 
Belgium box. but Val- 
dano s strong header was 
superbly saved from point- 
blank range by Pfaff. who 
by now. was one of Bel- 
gium s outstanding perfor- 
mers. 


The final whistle brought 
down the curtain on the 
first ‘act of Espana 1982. 
and if this game was any 
indication of what is to 
come, believe me we are in 
for some spectacular ac- 
tion-packed Soccer. 

T thought for the Blue 
and Whites, their captain. 
Passarella. was magnifi- 
cent. closely followed by 
the ‘Argentinian Compu- 
ter”, none other than Ar- 
diles. whilst Mr Mario 
(1978) Kempes, will not 
leave Spain without hitting 
the ropes more than once.

lads all dressed in white 
track-suits. 


Precision-pattern 
dancing followed, all 
the time to magnificent 
loud Spanish music. 


Next, the same 800 
lads clad in all-white 
suits, jogged into block- 
patterns, and finally 
contracted to the centre 
of the arena to form a 
huge black-and-white 
panelled Soccer ball. 
Unbelievable. 


More was to come. 

The same squads of 
boys, in a matter of four 
seconds, re-grouped, 
breaking out of a Soccer 
ball and forming a huge 
white dove, right across 
the pitch, with an olive- 
branch in its beak. 


And as for Belgium? 
What a great credit and 
honour they achieved for 
their country. 


Starting from the back, 
goalkeeper Pfaff, was al- 
most immaculate. Sweeper. 
Schrijver, was solid. alert 
and intelligent, whilst right- 
back, Gerets, not only was 
excellent covering the right 
chalk, but repeatedly 
punched up the touchline 
to support counter-attacks 
for Belgium. 


Midfielder Vercauteren’s 
work-rate was non-stop. 
and goalscorer Vandereyc- 
ken always looked class 
“par excellence”. 


After the Pitch was 
cleared, a little boy 
walked slowly out to the 
centre-circle, with a 
Soccer ball under his 


right arm. 


Once he reached the 
centre, he slowly 
opened the top of the 
Soccer ball to release 
into full-flight a white 
dove, signifying that the 
1982 World Cup had 
opened for the world to 
see. 

Spain had just 
opened her doors to the 
world, inviting them in 
to see via satellite the 
cream of Soccer from 
each country. 


What a spectacular, 
electrifying, and most 
shaking experience.

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“GOALS, GOALS, GOALS” WAS NODDY'S THEME 


‘BY JOHN ECONOMOS 


One of Australian Soccer’s most colourful, popular and definitely humorous characters would have to be 
Adrian “Noddy” Alston, who arrived back in the country two weeks ago. 


Last week, at a reunion 
dinner at the St George 
club, Atti Abonyi, Frank 
Arok, Johnny Warren, Mark 
Trenter and myself, all met 
to see an old friend. 

The years gone by have 
been very good to Adrian, 
Adrian Alston first hit the 
Australian scene back in 
1968, when the then- 
president of South Coast 
United, Trevis Birch, con- 
tacted his English agent, 
Jimmy Kelly, who in turn 
recommended the tall 
striker from Preston North 
E 


And what a great day for 
Australia that was. Alston 
immediately made the 
headlines with his most 
unusual and entertaining 
antics. 

You see, Adrian Alston is 
not just a Soccer player. He 
is a great character and per- 
sonality. Something that is 
very much lacking today in 
Australian Soccer. 

His style, both on and off 
the field, was unique. 

On the pitch, the mo- 
ment Alston received the 

* ball, something was “on’’. 

He was so unpredictable, 
stylish and colourful, that 
the crowds loved him. 

Besides his great ball- 
control skills, Adrian was 
almost unbeatable in the air 
with his strong headers. 
Hence the name “Noddy”, 
fren to him by the Austra- 
ian World Cup team of 
1969. 

Until Australian players 
got used to Alston, he had 
them in fits of laughter 
every time he went up for a 
ball. 

The reason: either froma 
corner-kick, or any other 
dead-ball moves, the ball 
was swung across searching 
for Noddy. He would climb. 
up high, and a second be- 
fore he'd strike the ball with 
his forehead, he would yell 
out... “Get in!” 

Back in those days Austra- 


lian Soccer had many per- ~ 


sonalities: Johnny Warren, 
Atti Abonyi, Manfred 
Schaefer, Johnny Watkiss, 
Peter Wilson, Ray Baartz, 
Ronny Corry, Billy Vojtek, 
Col Curran, Ray Richards, 
Ernie Campbell, Tommy 
McColl, Jimmy Rooney, 
Max Tolson, etc. 

It was these names and 
the type of Soccer they 
were playing that pulled in 
thousands of fans. 

This was the golden era of 
Australian Soccer. 

After almost 18 months 
with South Coast United, St 
George's professional man- 
ager, Frank Arok, became 
very interested in Alston, 
and wanted him for the 
Saints. 

At the beginning of 1970, 
Adrian Alston, pulled on 
the red shirt of St George 
BSC, and joined forces with 
the player who became his 
partner-in-crime, Atti 


Abonyi. 

These two brilliant strik- 
ers formed a most 
dangerous combination for 
both Saints and then for the 
Australian World Cup team. 


In his first season with St 
George, Alston took some 
time to settle in, and there 
was a period where he 
hadn't scored a goal for 
some weeks. Alston 
without goals is like a junkie 
without a fix. The boy was 
lost. 

Then came the Sunday 
when Saints had to play 
Prague at Marks Field. On 
that day, there was a special 
guest at the match — none 
other than England’s No 1 
player and World Cup hero, 
Bobby Charlton. 

Alston seemed to be in- 
spired by Charlton’s pre- 
sence, and proceded to 
crack in five consecutive 
goals in St George's crush- 
neat win. 

he funny aspect was that 

Alston, after every goal he 
scored, would race across 
the pitch, with his hands up 
in the air, to the area where 
Bobby Charlton was sitting. 

As | said, Alston was a 
laugh a minute, and the at- 
mosphere he created in the 
St George dressing-rooms 
was absolutley astounding. 
He made all young players 
feel really good. He was 
always joking, encouraging 
and advising them. 

In 1974, after Australia 
came back from the World 
Cup Finals in Germany, Al- 
ston was wanted by German 
first division club, Hertha 
Berlin, but he rejected the 
temptation. 

However, soon after, 
another bid came for Nod- 
dy, this time from English 
outfit, Luton Town. The of- 
fer was too good to refuse, 
and Alston was lost to Au- 
stralia when he was trans- 
ferred for a record $20,000. 

After playing with Luton 
Town for two years, he 
transferred to Cardiff City, 
and then went to American 
Soccer when Florida club, 
Tampa Bay Rowdies, made a 
bid for Alston and Rodney 
Marsh. 

However, after playing 
against illustrious company, 
including Franz Becken- 
bauer, Alston damaged his 
cruciate ligament severly at 
Boston, on the Astra turf, 
The damage was irrepar- 
able, and ended his playing 
career. 

In 1978, Alston tried his 
luck in coaching, and took 
over St Petersburgh 
Thunderbolts, near Tampa, 
for one year. 

He then returned to Eng- 
land and managed a health 
club in Preston, with 4,000 
members, which also 
specialised in sports in- 
juries. 

Later he studied in Liver- 
poet on sports injuries, fol- 

lowing on from his universi- 
ty studies in Florida. 

Noddy held many coach- 
ing clinics in America, 
where he had as many as 
1,500 children turn up for 
Soccer skills demonstra- 
tions. 

Let’s now meet Adrian Al- 
ston, Soccer star and come- 
dian extrordinaire. 

Q: We have heard that 
you have some certificates, 
is that correct? 

A: “Yes. Birth certificate. 

“No, really, | do have 
some. | studied in America 
as well as back in England.” 

Q: How did you feel 
when you were told that 
your playing career was 
over after your cruciate liga- 
ment was damaged? 

A; “I was really lost. And 
not only for a few weeks, 
may | add. it was awful. For 


at least two years, even 
though | was still in the 
game coaching. Back in En- 
gland, | tried to play ina few 
pais in a Sunday League, 
ut it wasn’t the same, as 
you can imagine. Yes, | miss 
ig-time football a lot. 

“| then concentrated on 
coaching, and attended 
many coaching seminars. 

“But, in the back of my 
head, | always wanted to 
come back to Australia. Al- 
ways have done. Even when 
| left Australia for Luton 
Town, | knew then that | 
would be back one day, | 
want Australia to be home 
for me and my family. | love 
this country. It is the best in 
the world. Believe me. 

“Whilst | was away, | kept 
contact with Atti Abonyi, 
Johnny Warren and Trevis 
Birch. Recently Mr Birch 
asked me and my family to 
come back to Australia, so | 
took him up on his invita- 
tion. 

“| feel that | have someth- 
ing to put back into Austra- 
lian Soccer, which has been 
so good to me. And | be- 
lieve that now | am good 
enough and ready to do 
so.” 

Q: Do you have different 
ideas now on Soccer? 

A: “Just wait till | get a 

team here. My ideas are a 
bit different now. | have 
travelled a lot, and | have 
seen and learnt a lot since | 
was last here. 
“| have quite a few pro- 
fessional players back in En- 
gland who are just dying to 
come out here to play 
Soccer. 


“They are all on free- 
transfers as well. | would 
like to bring only the right 
players out here and not to 
waste the club's time or 
money. | would bring the 
players that can do the job, 
not what Australia thinks it 
needs, but what | think it 
needs.” 

Q: What are the main 
changes you have seen in 
Australian Soccer since you 
have been back? 

A: “I have only seen just 
the one PSL match, Wollon- 

ong against South Mel- 

urne. That is not enough 
to form an opinion. But | 
saw the midfield constantly 
struggle. Souths played wi- 
th virtually one striker, No- 
body wanted to give anyth- 
ing away. Wrong attitude 
for me. There was no colour 
in this match to entertain 
the spectator. 

“Both teams have some 
good players, but they 
show nothing. | would like 
to see a few more games 
though. 

“| keep looking back on 
the good days I’ve had here 
in Soccer, but they have 
gone.” 

Q: How are you going to 
remedy the situation? 

A: “I don’t know just yet 
till | start. But one thing for 
sure is, that | will allow the 
players to express them- 
selves and will NOT harness 
them in this area. | always 
expressed myself on the pit- 
ch, and | had a coach like 
Frank Arok at Saints who 
allowed me such liberty. 
“Another thing | would 
like to point out_if_|_may. 


People ‘here are very im- 
pressed by what they see on 
TV with English Soccer, Be- 
lieve me, it is not that fan- 
tastic. 

“A\l the rubbish parts are 
cut out. You only see the 
very best edited segments 
of the tapes. Sure the stan- 
dard is very good, but not 
that fantastic as you see on 
the programme. 

“Another point if | may. 
The coaching here in Au- 
stralia, as far as | was con- 
cerned, was as good, if not 
better than in England. 

“In my case, | had better 
coaching from Frank Arok 
than | got back in England. | 
haven't seen anything bet- 
ter overseas. 

“However, after saying 
this, | must stress that the 
facilities, and the environ- 
ment of full-time playing, of 
course is better than here in 
Australia.” 

Q: Your opinion about 
who are the top players 
here in Australia? 

A: “Phil O'Connor, who | 
sent across from England. | 
know he can play. Peter 
Wilson from Leichhardt is 
another | admire very 
much.” 

Q: Who do you think will 
win the World Cup? 

A: “Lam going ise Spain. 
Not because of any past 
statistics, but purely be- 
cause they are the host na- 
tion and they will have the 
huge support of the 
crowds.” 

Q: What do you think is 
wrong with English foot- 
ball? 

A: “English football 
hasn’t_moved with the 
times. They play it at 100 
MPH, are the fittest teams 
in the world and are full of 
action. English football 
hasn't changed at all for 
many years. And as far as 
the British national teams, 
the players have to play too 
many matches in the 
League then back-up on the 
European circuit, etc. They 
are mentally fatigued in 
comparison to the other 
nationalities. 

“Also, the England team 
never has proper prepara- 
tion. The clubs come before 
the country. This is not so

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ROY’S DETERMINATION MURRAY HITS BACK 
WINS HIM SUCCESS

To use a typical English expression, Roy Drinkwater was “fair chuffed” when ASW contacted 


him the other night. 


The popular Newcastle 
KB United defender had 
just completed negotiations 
with a leading Australian 
retailing group to purchase 
items from his wide range 
of traditional English 
leather lounge-suites. 

The case history of 
Drinkwater makes interest- 
ing reading for newly- 
arrived full-time profes- 
sional players from Britain, 
whose livelihood has 
revolved almost entirely 
around their earnings from 
football.

Why doesn’t Soccer kick on in Aus- 
tralia? The question must have been 
asked a thousand times. 


Tony Zanetic has no 
doubts. 

“Soccer administrators 
must take the blame. 
Every year, they help it 
down a little more. Give 
them time and they'll 
completely destroy the 
game,” he said. 

But who is Tony 
Zanetic? 

In 1960, he was voted 
one of the best 11 players 
in the world, rubbing 
shoulders with superstars 
like Pele, Puskas, Di 
Stefano, Gento and Kopa. 

He migrated to Aus- 
tralia in 1967 after playing 
for leading European 
clubs, Hajduk Split and 
F.C. Bruges. 

- He makes no conces- 
sions to modesty when he 
claims that nobody in 
Australian Soccer has his 
world-wide experience. 

Yet Tony Zanetic has 
no place in the sport in 
this country. He has tried 
to become involved as a 
coach but nobody is in- 
terested in giving him a 
go. 

As a resident of Illawar- 
ta, he offered to help Wol- 
longong Wolves when 
that club was elected to 
the Philips League. His 
offer was not accepted. 

Zanetic is not bitter — 
just disappointed. 


“It makes me sad,” he 
said, ‘when | see a crowd 
of less than 2,000 at a 
PSL match in a nation 
boasting 500,000 regis- 
tered players. 


“The people running 
the game must accept the 
blame. | think Australia 
has the worst Soccer ad- 
ministration I've ever 
seen. 


“Perhaps | should swit- 
ch to Aussie Rules.

I am writing this article in the hope that in 1982 support for senior teams in NSW may gain some extra 
support from the ranks of the 100,000 juniors under the control of the Amateur Soccer Federation. 


Even if a one per cent 
increase was achieved, this 
article and my time would 
not be wasted. 

You may ask why should 
the Amateurs be even 
bothered with senior 
Soccer. 

May | offer the following 
for your consideration: 

Soccer in Australia — as 
is the case around the world 
— is the most popular sport 
of all, with the numbers of 
participants out-numbering 
all other codes by three to 
one. 

Yet in a progressive Soc- 
cer country as Australia the 
support for senior teams is 
in the minority. Why? 

I have been told that 
senior clubs do not look 
after the juniors or encou- 
rage them, that all teams 
rely on imports, that play- 
ers in junior football have 
other interests, that juniors 
leave the code between 13- 
15 and join other codes. 

If THIS IS TRUE then 
why do almost all of the 
Sydney PSL clubs, and 
most State League clubs 
have local juniors playing

in their top teams? If the 
juniors have other interests 
then why do they even 
bother to play Soccer? If all 
our juniors leave the code 
between 13-15 to join other 
codes then why are Rugby 
League, and other sports 
losing teams from their 
junior camps every year? 

I feel that the problem IS 
NOT the above, but. to be 
quite blunt. it is the apathy 
of junior clubs and their 
Officials within the system. 
This is evident with the rep- 
resentative and Youth 
League competitors, where 
quality players are denied 
the opportunity to partici- 
pate at a higher level of 
Soccer so they can partici- 
pate in a local competition 
in the hope of winning a 
trophy. 

Problems particularly wi- 
th the lack of crowds — 
could be solved by the mis- 
sing 200,000 supporters if 
the juniors unite and de- 
mand increased television. 
radio and press cover. 

We could, and should 
stand up and be counted 
and demand that the TV 


channels show Soccer prog- 
rammes at peak-time, not 
at midnight especially 
Australian Soccer). 

We should demand to 
the Soccer bodies in Aus- 
tralia that we want Austra- 
lian Soccer, promoted for 
Australians — no matter 
what their origin. We 
should ask the NSW Feder- 
ation and the ASF what are 
they doing to promote 
Junior Football in NSW. 

However, before we can 
do anything, we have to ask 
ourselves, are we involved 
in Soccer for ourselves. or 
the code? Do we genuinely 
want our players to reach 
the top, or are we involved 
only for our ego trips? I feel 
that 1982 is the year to act. 
as Rugby League is on a 
great big down. and is only 
being propped up by the 
press and TV. 

Their juniors are on the 
slide. but our organisation 
in moving up. 

We can assist Soccer in 
Australia if we take the 
opportunity and act NOW. 

Inundate your local 
senior club for assistance. 
ask them for passes for the

juniors, pressure them for 
coaching assistance, and 
advice, and if they dont 
help, go to the next club. 
By-pass them if they won t 
assist you and make it 
known to everyone. But if 
you want their help, and to 
make Soccer in this country 
No.1, support them, go to a 
game, take your mate — it 
only takes two hours of 
your week to support Soc- 
cer. Support them and they 
will support you. 


In conclusion may I say 
that crowds for senior Soc- 
cer have improved this 
year, but unless we as an 
organisation unite NOW. 
Soccer in Australia will al- 
ways be a MINOR 
SPORT. 

We could have 200,000 
juniors, but what future for 
Australian Soccer if there is 
no where to go.

In fact there are junior 
clubs with from $10,000 to 
$40,000 sitting in their bank 
accounts, looking for a 
worthwhile use.

Recent bad weather has meant that the Queens- 
land State League competition takes a back seat this 
weekend for the first round of the $12,000 Ampol 
Cup knockout competition. 

A wet weekend three weeks ago threw the State League 
and Brisbane Divisional competition into chaos and the 
QSF has been forced to use this weekend to try and 
remove the worrying backlog of matches.
